Blacks Ignore An Opportunity 


Blacks are often the total clientele in many inner-city neigh- 
borhood grocery stores that are owned and Operated by non- 
Blacks who have recently immigrated to America. 

Most of these stores hire friends and family of théir own racial 
Origin instead of Blacks Who live in neighborhoods where the 
stores exist. 

In spite of this, the lines of Blacks waiting to purchase mer- 
chandise get longer and longer. 

The racially exclusive businesses get stronger and stronger as 
the direct result of the large amount of money spent by Blacks. 

Unfortunately many of these stores do not hire Blacks to sell 
the very merchandise that they depend upon Blacks to purchase. 

In-most of these cases, without significant patronage, the 
stores would be forced to close. Their very existence depends on 
Black patronage. : 

If Blacks would threaten to withhold their patronage from these 
stores until Blacks were;fully employed in them, the racially 
exclusive proprietors would be faced with two alternatives: Hire 
Blacks or close the store. 

With this enormous power to enforce such an option, Blacks 
seldom form cooperative alliances to improve their plight. Many 
Black businesses have ceased to be viable long ago because 
Blacks competed against each other—instead—of against thé: 
society at large. 

If Black entrepreneurs would join together in a cooperative 
buying plan, they could buy cheaper and theoretically sell 
cheaper. But this too is seldom done. 

The problem simply is this: Blacks seem more motivated by an 
urge to consume than to produce. More inclined to accept the 
Status quo than to make the system work for them. 

We seem more motivated to compete individually against 
anyone, instead of fighting our common American adversary that 
nas created and perpetuated the conditions that victimize most of 
US. 

A major weapon that Blacks have with which to fight racial bias 
and economic injustice is our collective buying power. When we 
join forces economically, racism will begin to recede. 

But not a day before.

Wher-old hardline integration- 
ists like Kenneth Clark, farsighted 
geniuses such as W.E.B. DuBois, 
black leaders and white conserva- 
tives of the Reagan Administration 
can all agree on an issue, it must 
be the truth that has been over- 
whelming. 


Hunger In The Cities -A Real Crisis 


The nation’s mayors met last 
month and the theme for their 
meeting was the spread of hunger 
and deprivation in urban America.

The Mayors report hunger in 
cities in every region of the coun- 
try, from the unemployment belt to 
the job belt. Denver, a city whose 
jobless rate is under eight percent 
feeds 1,000 people a day at volun- 
tary soup kitchens. Detroit, where 
one of every five workers is unem- 
ployed, estimates 50,000 people 
get surplus cheese and butter 
each month and thousands more 
are in need of emergency help. 

The crisis is escalating. Detroit 
reports five times as many people 
seeking emergency food helpasin 
1980; Denver reports a doubling 
over 1981. So do Cleveland, New 
Orleans, Rochester, and many 
other cities. 

It is heartening to see the way

_tiens have responded to the need. 


They've organized food depots, 
collected tinned food, and distrib- 
uted eriergency supplies to the 
neediest. 
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But the hungry keep on coming.

Nationwide Glenbeigh is looked 
at as one of the best alcoholic 
treatment centers in the country.

“There is a tréthend- 
Ous amount of support from sub- 
urban areas. We want this counsél 
to use that support to address the 
problems in the inner oity," said 
Wynn. . 

According to Wynn, most of the 
problem is ecOnomics. “Most of 
our patients are covere third 
party payment, such ‘as Blue 
Cross, but most of the people in 
theinnercity don'thave third party 
coverage,” Wynn explained. 

Another problem for the tack of 
inner city involvement is thé inabil- 
ity to detect adolescent chemical 
dependency and seek treatment. 
“People are not aware of what ado- 
lescent chemical dependency is or 
what it looks like,” said Wynn. 
“This is necessary for early detec- 
tian,” he said. “It is more beneficial 
to catch the problem in a 12-year- 
old, than a 17-year-old? $o early
